Article  1.  To  hear  the  report  of  the  Finance 
Committee  and  act  thereon. 

Article  2.  To  act  on  reports  of  town  officers. 

Article  3.  To  see  if  the  town  will  appropriate 
a  sum  of  money  for  the  Public  Library  including  the 
dog  fund. 

Article  4.  To  fix  the  compensation  for  the  tax 
collector  and  treasurer  for  the  ensuing  year. 

Article  5.  To  choose  all  necessary  officers,  one 
Selectman  and  Overseer  of  the  Poor  for  three  years, 
one  Assessor  for  three  years,  one  burial  ground  Com¬ 
missioner  for  three  years,  one  School  Committee  mem¬ 
ber  for  three  years,  one  Trustee  of  the  Library  for  three 
years,  Town  Treasurer  for  one  year,  collector  of  taxes 
for  one  year,  Auditor  for  one  year,  three  fish  wardens 
for  one  year,  Road  Surveyor  for  one  year,  Moderator 
for  one  year,  Tree  Warden  for  one  year,  seven  con¬ 
stables  for  one  year,  three  oyster  wardens  for  one  year. 

Article  6.  To  raise  and  appropriate  sums  of 
money  for  highways  and  bridges  including  an  amount 
for  bridge  tender,  and  painting  Berkley  Bridge. 

Article  7.  To  raise  and  appropriate  a  sum  of 
money  for  schools,  including  supplies,  high  school 
tuition,  salary  of  superintendent,  transportation  of 
scholars  and  repairs  on  buildings. 

Article  8.  To  raise  and  appropriate  a  sum  of 
money  for  salaries  of  Town  Officers,  incidentals,  inter¬ 
est,  fire  department,  public  welfare,  old  age  assistance, 
soldiers’  relief  and  aid  to  dependent  children. 

Article  9.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise 
and  appropriate  definite  sums  of  money  for  the  admin¬ 
istration  expenses  including  supplies  for  the  various 
departments  of  the  Town  or  act  thereon. 

Article  10.  To  raise  and  appropriate  a  sum  of 
money  to  be  expended  in  suppressing  the  gypsy  and 
brown  tail  moths,  including  private  work. 
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Article  11.  To  choose  a  memorial  committee  and 
appropriate  a  sum  of  money  for  the  same. 

Article  12.  To  raise  and  appropriate  a  sum  of 
money  to  be  used  in  the  cemetery  and  on  the  care  of 
graves  of  soldiers  and  sailors. 

Article  13.  To  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of 
$716.02  for  the  Bristol  County  Tuberculosis  Hospital 
maintenance  and  repair. 

Article  14.  To  raise  and  appropriate  a  sum  of 
money  for  snow  removal  in  the  year  1941. 

Article  15.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  the 
amount  per  hour  to  be  paid  for  labor,  trucks  and 
horses  for  highway  department  work  or  act  thereon. 

Article  16.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  set 
the  amount  per  hour  to  be  paid  for  labor,  trucks,  and 
autos  relative  to  the  fire  department. 

Article  17.  To  see  what  action  the  Town  will 
take  in  regard  to  the  removal  of  snow  and  to  set  the 
amount  per  hour  to  be  paid  for  labor  and  trucks. 

Article  18.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  raise 
and  appropriate  a  sum  of  money  to  be  used  for  W.  P.  A. 
purposes  or  act  thereon. 

Article  19.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise 
and  appropriate  a  sum  of  money  for  the  purpose  of 
purchasing  a  road  scraper  or  act  thereon. 

Article  20.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  raise 
and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $1,650.00  to  be  paid  on  the 
principal  of  the  school  house  note  or  act  thereon. 

Article  21.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  raise 
and  appropriate  a  sum  of  money  for  compensation 
insurance  for  town  employees  or  act  thereon. 

Article  22.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  author¬ 
ize  the  treasurer  with  the  approval  of  the  selectmen 
to  borrow  money  in  anticipation  of  the  revenue  of  the 
current  financial  year,  and  to  issue  a  note  or  notes 
therefor,  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  Chapter 
44  of  the  General  Laws  as  amended. 
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Article  23.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to 
authorize  the  treasurer,  with  the  approval  of  the  se¬ 
lectmen  to  sell  at  such  time  or  times  as  may  be  deemed 
to  be  of  benefit  to  the  Town,  certain  parcels  of  land  of 
low  value  taken  by  the  Town  at  a  sale  held  under  the 
provisions  of  Sections  79  and  80  of  Chapter  60  of  the 
General  Laws. 

Article  24.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  raise  and 
appropriate  a  sum  of  money  for  mosquito  control  or 
act  thereon. 

Article  25.  To  elect  a  Finance  Committee. 

Article  26.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  raise  and 
appropriate  a  sum  of  money  for  repairs  on  the  library 
and  town  hall  or  act  thereon. 

Article  27.  To  see  if  the  town  will  accept  a  set 
of  by-laws  which  have  already  been  approved  by  the 
town,  the  former  vote  of  approval  having  not  been 
properly  recorded: — this  acceptance  to  be  subject  to 
the  approval  of  the  Attorney-General. 

Article  28.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  raise 
and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $1,000.00  to  be  used  in 
conjunction  with  any  money  which  may  be  allotted  by 
the  State  or  County  or  both  to  be  used  on  Padelford  St. 
or  take  any  action  relative  thereto. 

Article  29.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  set 
up  a  reserve  account  either  by  an  appropriation  of 
funds  for  the  same  or  by  a  transfer  of  funds  from 
unexpended  balances  of  previous  years.

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REPORT  OF  THE  BERKLEY  SCHOOL  COMMITTEE 

To  the  Citizens  of  Berkley: 

On  July  10,  1940,  the  Joint  Committee  of  the 
Dighton-Berkley-Freetown-Gosnold  Superintendency 
Union  received  and  accepted  the  resignation  of  Nor¬ 
man  D.  Bailey,  for  ten  years  superintendent  of  schools 
in  the  district.  To  the  superintendency  the  committee 
elected  E.  Perley  Eaton,  superintendent  of  schools  in 
the  Groveland-Georgetown-Boxford-Rowley  Superin¬ 
tendency  Union,  and  he  came  to  the  district  on  August 
1,  1940.  Mr.  Eaton’s  splendid  record  of  training  and 
successful  experience  in  public  school  teaching  and  ad¬ 
ministration  is  reflected  in  the  fine  manner  in  which  he 
has  assumed  his  new  duties. 

The  only  change  in  the  teaching  staff  was  occa¬ 
sioned  in  August,  1940,  when  the  committee  accepted 
the  resignation  of  Francis  C.  Champagne,  for  three 
years  teacher  of  grades  four  and  five  at  the  Berkley 
School.  To  the  vacancy  thus  created  came  Ernest  H. 
Hale  of  Fall  River,  a  graduate  of  the  State  Teachers 
College  at  Hyannis. 

The  schools  of  Berkley  should  be  a  source  of  pride 
for  its  citizens.  Our  boys  and  girls  are  adequately 
housed  in  comfortable,  well-equipped  buildings.  And, 
of  more  importance,  we  have  a  fine  corps  of  teachers. 

The  unfinished  room  at  the  Berkley  School  has 
been  temporarily  transformed  into  a  gymnasium 
where  attention  is  given  to  the  child’s  physical  develop¬ 
ment  through  the  medium  of  competitive  sports,  in¬ 
cluding  basketball,  badminton,  and  volley  ball.  Un¬ 
der  Mr.  Hale’s  direction,  a  Rifle  Club  has  been  organ¬ 
ized,  and  the  rifle  range  which  has  been  set  up  in  the 
basement  of  the  new  annex  has  caused  not  a  little 
favorable  attention.  Also  through  Mr.  Hale’s  efforts, 
the  boys  and  girls  now  take  part  in  the  publication  of 
a  school  paper,  issued  bi-monthly.  4-H  Clubs  in  foods, 
metalcraft,  and  handicraft,  and  the  Boy  and  Girl  Scout 
troops  also  serve  in  the  promotion  of  purposeful,  worth¬ 
while  activities  for  our  children.  And  on  the  academic 
side,  Berkley  is  not  to  be  found  lagging  in  achievement. 
Our  boys  and  girls  enjoy  a  full  program  of  curriculum 
offerings. 
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The  organization  of  classes  in  manual  and  practi¬ 
cal  arts  has  displaced  a  handicap  formerly  encountered 
by  Berkley  students  upon  entering  the  Dighton  High 
School,  where,  in  the  ninth  grade  classes  in  these  sub¬ 
jects,  they  had  to  compete  with  Dighton  students  who 
had  already  had  some  preliminary  training  in  this  work 
in  the  seventh  and  eighth  grades.  The  general  shop 
work,  under  Mr.  Hale’s  direction,  provides  a  practical, 
interesting  program  of  instruction  for  the  seventh  and 
eighth  grade  boys,  while  the  girls  in  these  grades  are 
benefiting  from  instruction  in  sewing  and  knitting  given 
by  Mrs.  Unsworth.  With  a  limited  amount  of  tools 
and  material,  the  boys  have  been  able  to  complete 
several  projects  in  and  around  the  school.  These  pro¬ 
jects,  while  serving  as  excellent  training  for  the  boys, 
also  does  much  in  the  way  of  benefiting  the  school  as  a 
whole.  Witness  the  building  of  the  rifle  range  and  a 
work  bench,  the  construction  of  bulletin  boards  for  the 
school,  the  repairing  of  the  gym  floor  and  other  minor 
repairs  about  the  building,  and  the  setting  up  of  goal 
posts  on  the  common  as  evidences  of  their  accomplish¬ 
ments. 

Through  the  joint  efforts  of  the  teachers,  the 
school  committee,  the  Myricks  P.  T.  A.,  and  interested 
townspeople,  there  have  been  taken  this  year  definite 
steps  toward  the  establishment  of  a  permanent  dental 
clinic  for  the  benefit  of  the  school  children.  A  den¬ 
tist’s  chair  has  already  been  purchased  with  funds 
raised  at  a  public  whist  party.  It  is  intended  to  pur¬ 
chase  a  drill  and  sterilizer  when  enough  money  has 
been  raised  for  the  purpose.  Such  cooperative  efforts 
are  worthy  of  commendation. 

The  committee  would  call  attention  to  the  report 
of  the  superintendent  of  schools.  His  treatment  of 
the  status  of  the  educational  program  in  our  schools  is 
worthy  of  careful  consideration  by  all  the  townspeople. 
The  committee  would  also  urge  the  parents  to  visit  the 
schools  and  see  at  first  hand  the  program  at  work. 

The  committee  anticipates  that  $22,067.68  will  be 
needed  to  cover  the  school  costs  for  the  ensuing  year. 
Attention  should  be  called  to  the  state  reimbursement 
which  will  amount  to  approximately  $12,390.00,  leav¬ 
ing  a  net  cost  of  $9,677.68  to  be  borne  by  the  town  for 
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the  operation  of  its  schools.  It  should  be  made  clear 
that  the  reimbursement  allowed  by  the  state  reverts 
directly  to  the  town  treasury  and  not  to  the  school  de¬ 
partment. 

The  committee  meets  regularly  on  the  Wednes¬ 
day  preceding  the  first  and  third  Mondays  of  each 
month.  Townspeople  should  feel  free  to  approach  the 
committee  and  superintendent  whenever  they  are  con¬ 
cerned  with  matters  pertaining  to  the  schools.

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REPORT  OF  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  SCHOOLS 

To  the  School  Committee  of  the  Town  of  Berkley: 

I  hereby  submit  my  first  annual  report  as  Super¬ 
intendent  of  Schools  for  the  year  ending  December  31, 
1940: 

Last  August  I  became  Superintendent  of  Schools 
in  Berkley  and  therefore  my  report  is  based  on  in¬ 
formation  obtained  since  that  time.  During  the  fall 
months  the  program  of  study  of  each  school  was  care¬ 
fully  studied.  The  principals  cooperated  in  this 
work  and  valuable  information  was  obtained,  which 
will  help  in  building  a  uniform  program  through  the 
schools.  The  teachers  were  brought  together  in  Union 
Teachers  meetings.  Discussions  on  general  school  sub¬ 
jects  were  held.  All  teachers  have  had  an  opportunity 
to  study  the  project  method  and  have  produced  some 
very  favorabe  projects.  These  staff  meetings  will  con¬ 
tinue  and  other  teaching  methods  will  be  discussed 
and  carried  out  in  the  classroom.  It  is  the  hope  of  the 
administration  that  all  teaching  will  be  improved  by 
having  the  teachers  use  other  methods  than  those  al¬ 
ready  in  their  everyday  procedure. 

When  I  first  observed  the  teaching  in  the  schools 
of  Berkley,  I  realized  that  progressive  teaching  and 
supervision  had  brought  the  schools  to  a  relatively  high 
plain  of  attainment.  Nevertheless,  schools  can  not 
stand  still,  and  as  with  any  endeavor  there  is  always 
chance  for  improvement  and  coordination. 

During  the  fall  months  the  reading  program  of 
our  schools  has  been  under  constant  observation  and 
has  shown  marked  improvement.  I  wish  to  stress  the 
fact  that  the  teachers  of  Berkley  have  a  full  realiza¬ 
tion  of  the  need  of  phonics,  which  has  been  neglected 
in  many  other  school  systems.  For  many  years 
teachers  taught  phonics,  word  sounds  and  forgot  that 
in  reality  they  were  teaching  reading.  They  made 
phonics  an  end  or  aim  of  teaching,  and  not  the  means 
to  the  end— good  reading.  Educators  and  text¬ 
book  writers,  realizing  this,  prepared  books  and 
readers  nearly  free  from  phonetics.  After  a  decade  of 
using  such  books  educators  recognized  that  a  mistake 
had  been  made  and  are  including  phonic  lessons  in  the 
newest  books. 
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In  our  schools  a  new  reading  system  is  advisable, 
as  the  present  system  has  been  in  use  for  several  years 
,  and  the  books  are  worn  and  should  be  replaced.  It 
would  be  the  suggestion  of  the  superintendent  that  a 
new  reading  system  be  studied  by  a  faculty  group  with 
adoption  in  mind.  After  the  selection  has  been  made 
then  to  start  with  one  set  for  the  first  grade,  the  first 
.year;  for  the  second  grade  the  second  year  and  so  on. 
As  the  reading  program  is  planned  for  six  years  the 
cost  would  be  distributed  as  the  books  were  put  into 
use  by  the  new  classes. 

The  teachers  should  supplement  the  work  in  read¬ 
ing  with  the  study  of  word  forms.  Flash  cards  locate 
pupil  difficulties,  which  if  corrected  early,  prevent  per¬ 
manent  mispronunciations.  The  study  of  sounds  helps 
with  spelling  and  primary  teachers  must  do  this  work 
well.  Oral  reading  is  important  and  has  suffered  in 
many  sections.  Studies  have  shown  that  most  reading 
Is  of  a  silent  nature.  However,  each  child  should  have 
an  opportunity  to  read  aloud  and  benefit  by  the  cor¬ 
rection  of  mispronunciations.  The  mispronunciation 
of  a  word  may  prove  embarrassing  in  adult  life,  and 
poor  habits  of  speech  are  almost  impossible  to  break 
after  years  of  constant  use.  Reading  workbooks  sup¬ 
plement  the  readers.  These  aid  in  the  problem  of 
reading  for  meaning.  Many  children  read  aloud  beau¬ 
tifully,  but  when  asked  to  put  into  their  own  words 
what  they  have  just  read,  are  hopelessly  lost.  Silent 
reading  and  the  search  for  answers  to  workbook  ques¬ 
tions  help  much  with  this  important  problem.  Reading 
is  the  most  important  subject  in  the  grade  school  work, 
as  all  other  school  work  is  dependent  on  the  ability 
to  read  for  meaning  in  other  textbooks. 

In  order  that  a  school  may  do  its  best  work  it  is 
essential  that  measurements  be  made  concerning  the 
mental  ability  of  the  child  and  the  achievement  in  his 
studies.  A  definite  testing  program  has  been  used 
throughout  the  schools  of  the  district.  It  is  the  feel¬ 
ing  of  the  present  superintendent  that  it  is  money  wast¬ 
ed  if  the  tests  are  not  used  for  more  than  just  measure¬ 
ments  of  results  obtained  by  the  child.  The  tests 
should  not  be  used  entirely  for  grade  placement  and 
supervision  of  teaching,  but  as  an  aid  to  teaching  the 
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child.  Tests  should  be  of  a  diagnostic  nature.  With 
a  diagnostic  test  a  teacher  may  find  out  what  a  pupil 
does  not  know  and  then  by  extra  drill  and  help,  the  # 
pupil  will  be  able  to  learn  what  has  been  missed.  If 
this  course  is  to  be  followed  the  teacher  becomes  a  vital 
part  of  the  program  and  tests  and  retests  from  time 
to  time  throughout  the  school  year.  Standardized 
tests  are  certainly  a  help  to  the  teacher  for  she  is  then 
able  to  tell  how  her  class  stands  up  with  others  through¬ 
out  the  country. 

It  is  very  important  to  emphasize  the  fundamental 
processes  in  penmanship,  spelling  and  arithmetic. 
There  is  a  tendency  to  overlook  little  mistakes  but  this 
is  to  be  discouraged.  In  penmanship  “yow”  is  written 
for  “you”.  Other  simple  mistakes  like  this  should  be 
discouraged  and  all  should  be  taught  to  be  accurate 
in  the  fundamental  processes:  additions,  subtraction, 
multiplication  and  division.  There  is  much  good  in  the 
older  drill  methods  and  teacher  should  not  look  upon 
the  tables  of  multiplication  and  division  as  “old  fash¬ 
ioned”.  They  may  be  out  of  date,  but  they  still  retain 
valuable  material.  In  spelling,  word  sounds  are  im¬ 
portant  and  each  pupil  must  be  taught  to  pronounce 
the  word  and  to  proceed  carefully  with  the  spelling 
of  each  syllable.  This  spring  a  “Union  Spelling  Bee” 
is  planned  to  motivate  better  spelling. 

Berkley  Grammar  School 

The  year  1940  has  seen  many  interesting  develop¬ 
ments,  both  in  the  school  work  and  activities.  Last 
spring,  through  the  generosity  of  Mr.  Clarence  C. 
Trenouth,  all  the  children  of  the  school  were  taken  to 
Boston  to  see  spots  of  historic  interest. 

Under  the  supervision  of  Mr.  James  Horton  and 
Mr.  Francis  Champagne,  the  boys  of  the  seventh  and 
eighth  grades  played  a  series  of  baseball  games  with 
grammar  schools  in  several  outlying  towns,  including 
Freetown,  Raynham  and  We^t  Bridgewater.  The 
schedule  will  be  continued  in  the  future. 

The  4-H  Clubs  held  a  very  successful  Amateur 
Night,  the  proceeds  were  used  to  help  defray  the  ex¬ 
penses  of  club  members  who  were  eligible  to  attend 
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the  County  Camp  during  the  last  week  of  June.  Sev¬ 
eral  children  availed  themselves  of  this  opportunity. 

Graduation  exercises  were  held  in  June.  Twen¬ 
ty  pupils  from  the  Berkley  and  Myricks  Schools  re¬ 
ceived  their  diplomas. 

In  August,  Mr.  Francis  Champagne  resigned  to 
take  a  position  in  Seekonk.  The  school  department 
was  indeed  fortunate  to  get  Mr.  Ernest  Hale,  a  gradu¬ 
ate  of  Hyannis  State  Teachers  College,  to  replace  Mr. 
Champagne.  Mr.  Hale  has  had  a  wide  variety  of  ex¬ 
perience  in  club  work  and  has  the  degree  B.  S.  in  Ed. 
from  Hyannis. 

Physical  Education  has  been  added  in  grades  four 
through  eight  and  Sewing  and  Manual  Training  in 
grades  seven  and  eight.  These  classes  meet  regularly 
on  Tuesday  and  Thursday.  I  am  sure  that  this  work 
will  prove  of  great  value  to  the  students. 

Another  introduction  into  the  work  of  the  school 
is  Visual  Education.  The  films  have  included  subjects 
in  history,  geography  and  science,  with  an  occasional 
newsreel  and  comedy.  It  is  the  hope  of  the  superin¬ 
tendent  that  this  program  may  be  extended  as  it  has 
been  proven  that  pupils  can  retain  material  of  moving 
pictures  for  a  longer  time  than  from  other  school 
methods. 

Our  activities,  which  are  conducted  after  school, 
include  Girl  Scouts  led  by  Miss  Allen  and  Miss  Harring¬ 
ton;  Boy  Scouts,  with  Mr.  Horton  as  leader;  4-H  Lunch 
Box  and  Metalcraft  Projects  led  by  Mrs.  Mildred  Bab¬ 
bitt  and  a  Handicraft  Club  led  by  Mr.  Hale.  Mr.  Hale 
also  conducts  Junior  Rifle  Clubs.  All  of  these  groups 
have  their  own  officers  and  carry  on  the  work  in  an 
excellent  manner. 

Safety  patrols  assist  the  teachers  in  supervising 
the  lines  passing  through  the  building.  The  members 
of  the  Patrol  are  equipped  with  belts  and  badges  and 
are  assigned  to  special  duties. 

Mrs.  Unsworth  conducts  knitting  classes  and  this 
group  knits  and  sews  for  the  Red  Cross.  Every  pupil 
at  the  school  has  enrolled  in  Junior  Red  Cross. 
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Berkley  should  be  proud  of  the  opportunities  and 
advantages  offered  its  children.  Trips  have  been 
made,  this  fall,  to  the  football  game  at  Brown  Univer¬ 
sity,  to  the  Whaling  Museum  in  New  Bedford,  as  well 
as  to  the  Children’s  Theatre  Plays  in  Taunton.  Greater 
achievements  are  anticipated  this  year  because  with  de¬ 
partmental  instruction,  groups  may  be  formed  to  care 
for  the  individual  needs  of  the  pupils.  Oral  reading 
and  arithmetic  drill  are  being  stressed  in  the  middle 
grades. 

It  has  been  a  pleasure  to  work  in  the  Berkley 
Grammar  School.  The  building  is  ideal  and  the  fine 
spirit  of  the  principal,  teachers  and  pupils  is  to  be 
commended. 


Myricks  Grammar  School 

During  1940  the  pupils  of  the  Myricks  School  have 
enjoyed  many  extra-curricular  activities.  Of  course, 
in  a  two  room  school  it  is  impossible  to  offer  the  wide 
program  of  the  Berkley  School.  However,  all  of  us, 
will  continue  to  give  the  best  that  is  possible  to  the 
pupils  of  the  Myricks  School. 

Most  of  the  children  have  attended  each  Clare 
Tree  Major  Play  held  at  Taunton.  Mr.  Trenouth  has 
provided  transportation  both  ways  which  has  removed 
a  tremendous  responsibility  from  the  teachers  and  par¬ 
ents. 


The  boys  of  the  4-H  Club  had  an  unusually  busy 
and  successful  year  under  Mr.  George  Turcott’s  leader¬ 
ship.  They  have  worked  fri  Mr.  Turcott’s  well 
equipped  work  shop.  Many  unusually  fine  articles 
have  been  made. 

The  girls  4-H  Food  Club  under  the  direction  of 
Mrs.  Hackett  and  the  Clothing  Club  with  Miss  Verna 
Whitman  as  leader  have  taught  the  girls  much  valu¬ 
able  information  that  will  help  in  their  homes  and  in 
future  life. 

From  time  to  time  there  have  been  parties  and  on 
April  11,  1940  an  Amateur  Show  was  held.  The  pro¬ 
ceeds  started  a  camp  fund,  which  helped  to  pay  over 
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half  of  the  fee  for  each  of  the  seven  members  that  at¬ 
tended  County  Camp  at  Westport.  In  May  the  chil¬ 
dren  presented  a  musical  program  in  celebration  of 
National  Music  Week.  The  Girl  Scouts  have  had  an 
active  program  with  Miss  McAloon  as  leader.  Since 
October  Miss  Marianna  Dow  has  carried  on  this  valu¬ 
able  work  which  was  extended  to  include  hikes,  trips 
and  distribution  of  Christmas  baskets. 

The  pupils  of  the  Myricks  School  have  attended 
the  various  activities  of  the  Berkley  School.  It  is 
hoped  that  whenever  possible  Myricks’  children  will 
take  advantage  of  the  invitation  that  is  extended  from 
the  Berkley  Grammar  School.  The  department  looks 
forward  to  arranging  for  manual  training  work  for 
the  boys  at  the  Berkley  Grammar  School  shop. 

School  work  is  not  so  spectacular  as  the  preceding 
but  is  met  with  the  whole-hearted  cooperation  of  the 
pupils.  In  a  school  of  this  type  much  time  is  spent 
on  subject  matter  and  many  interesting  possibilities 
must  be  overlooked.  After  all,  the  children  are  well 
founded  in  the  fundamentals  (reading,  history,  civics, 
geography,  spelling,  writing  and  arithmetic.) 

The  children  have  produced  some  valuable  pro¬ 
jects  : — 

1.  “Development  of  present  mail  system  from 
days  of  pony  express.” 

2.  “Great  men  whose  Birthday’s  are  in  Febru¬ 
ary.” 

3.  “Modes  of  travel  and  Westward  Migration.” 

4.  “Birds,  Their  Habits  and  Migration.” 

5.  “Weather  Forecasting  -  Cyclonic  Storms,  the 
weather  map.” 

6.  “Life  of  a  Boy  in  the  Stone  Age.” 

7.  “How  to  Become  an  American  Citizen.” 

8.  “Holland.” 

All  in  all  the  work  of  the  pupils  in  the  Myricks 
School  has  been  carried  on  to  give  the  pupils  the  best 
education  possible  under  existing  building  conditions. 
Both  of  the  teachers  have  cooperated  wholeheartedly 
in  carrying  on  the  work  and  have  done  their  best  to 
care  for  the  individual  needs  of  the  pupils. 
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It  is  almost  needless  to  state  that  the  schools  at 
Berkley  are  emphasizing  “Citizenship”  and  “Ameri¬ 
canism”.  All  of  us  are  vitally  interested  in  doing  our 
part  and  will  do  our  best  to  instill  in  the  minds  and 
hearts  of  our  pupils  the  real  spirit  of  “American  Demo¬ 
cracy”.  Much  emphasis  is  rightly  placed  on  the  prob¬ 
lems  of  a  present  day  American  Citizen.  When  one 
realizes  that  many  of  our  citizens  may,  in  a  short 
time  hence,  be  fighting  for  the  preservation  of  the  very 
ideals  which  the  pupils  are  studying  at  this  moment, 
not  too  much  emphasis  may  be  placed  on  this  study. 

In  the  coming  year  it  is  the  hope  of  the  administra¬ 
tion,  that  from  a  foundation  based  on  a  friendly  under¬ 
standing  between  the  faculty  and  administration  rela¬ 
tive  to  the  problems  facing  the  changing  educational 
needs  and  programs  of  the  school  system,  that  all  may 
work  to  produce  better  results  than  have  been  attained 
before.  Special  emphasis  should  be  placed  on  citizen¬ 
ship,  visual  education,  social  studies  and  arithmetic. 
It  is  also  hoped  that  the  teacher  will  strive  to  pro¬ 
duce  that  desire  for  better  school  attendance  among 
the  student  body.  It  has  been  very  difficult  of  late 
to  keep  some  pupils  in  school  who  are  between  the 
ages  of  fourteen  and  sixteen.  The  State  Law  no 
longer  permits  children  to  leave  school  at  fourteen 
years  of  age. 

In  all  classes  the  teachers  should  strive  to  create 
respect  for  men  and  women  that  work  with  their  hands. 
Pupils  should  look  forward  to  life  work  that  coordin¬ 
ates  manual  and  mental  skills  and  n'ot  grow  up  with 
the  feeling  that  one  can  earn  a  living  only  in  a  “white 
collar”  position. 

In  closing,  this  my  first  report,  may  I  express  my 
appreciation  to  the  School  Committee  for  their  confi¬ 
dence  and  help,  to  the  principals,  teachers,  supervisors 
and  janitors  who  continued  to  help  me  in  directing  the 
educational  activities  of  this  community.

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REPORT  OF  SCHOOL  PHYSICIAN  AND  NURSE 

Mr.  E.  Perley  Eaton, 

Superintendent  of  Schools 
Berkley,  Massachusetts. 

Dear  Sir: 

We  hereby  submit  our  annual  report. 

The  summary  of  school  clinics  is  as  follows: 

The  pre-school  clinic  which  was  held  in  May  had 
a  total  of  18  children  attending.  No  reportable  de¬ 
fects  were  found  at  this  time. 

At  the  Diphtheria  immunization  clinic  16,  children 
attended.  Five  of  this  number  were  sponsored  by  the 
Myricks  Parent  Teachers  Association. 

Chadwick  Clinic  was  held  at  the  Dighton  High 
School  at  which  time  5  pupils  were  given  chest  x-rays. 
The  reports  on  these  were  all  negative. 

The  annual  physical  examinations  given  this  fall 
showed  the  following  defects — 3  pupils  with  diseased 
tonsils,  17  pupils  with  defective  vision,  and  5  pupils 
with  curvature  of  the  spine.  Many  pupils,  especially 
among  the  boys  of  the  upper  grades,  have  poor  posture. 
This  defect  will  undoubtedly  be  corrected  by  the  physi¬ 
cal  education  classes. 

During  the  year  one  contagious  disease  reached 
epidemic  stage,  46  pupils  were  excluded  for  measles 
and  only  one  pupil  excluded  for  mumps. 

To  date  2  pupils  have  attended  clinic  for  the  re¬ 
moval  of  diseased  tonsils  and  4  pupils  have  obtained 
glasses. 

During  February  79  families  were  visited  in  re¬ 
gards  to  the  W.  P.  A.  Hot  Lunch  Project.  Of  this 
number  54  families  showed  interest  in  the  subject. 

The  weighing  scales  purchased  by  the  Myricks 
Parent  Teachers  Association  for  use  in  that  school  are 
most  appreciated. 

We  have  not  been  able  to  start  the  dental  clinic 
scheduled  for  this  year  but  now  that  a  splendid  dental 
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chair  has  been  purchased  it  is  hoped  that  the  clinic  will 
start  very  soon. 

*We  are  taking  this  opportunity  to  present  the 
minimum  quarantine  requirements  of  5  of  the  most 
common  contagious  diseases  of  school  children.  These 
are  the  requirements  of  the  Massachusetts  Department 
of  Public  Health  and  are  approved  by  the  Berkley 
Board  of  Health. 

In  closing  we  wish  to  thank  all  those  who  have 
helped  in  carrying  out  the  School  Health  program.

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REPORT  OF  MUSIC  SUPERVISOR 

Mr.  E.  Perley  Eaton, 

Superintendent  of  Schools, 

Berkley,  Mass. 

Dear  Sir: 

I  take  pleasure  in  submitting  my  annual  report  as 
Music  Supervisor  in  the  schools  of  the  town  of  Berkley. 

The  work  in  the  first  two  grades  consisted  largely 
in  rote  song  singing  and  the  eliminating  of  the  so-called 
monotone.  Those  children  who  had  difficulty  in  find¬ 
ing  their  singing  voices  were  placed  in  front  of  singers 
and  were  encouraged  to  imitate  the  teacher  and  to 
distinguish  similar  and  dissimilar  tones.  This  work 
was  for  Ear  training.  Children  who  were  not  too  shy 
usually  responded  whole-heartedly  and  were  very  will¬ 
ing  to  perform. 

The  songs  taught  the  first  year  and  a  half  were 
simple,  appealing,  artistic  and  foundational.  The 
music  repertory  and  vocabulary  were  thus  built  up 
for  the  future  Eye  work  in  recognizing  the  relationship 
between  Tone  figures  and  Note  figures.  Action  songs 
and  folk  dances  added  to  the  enjoyment  of  these 
grades. 

In  Grades  Three  and  Four,  the  drill  age,  much 
time  is  spent  in  note  reading  by  phrases,  time  problems, 
and  tone  quality.  To  pupils  of  this  age  attention  is 
called  to  quality  of  sound  rather  than  to  volume.  They 
are  encouraged  to  sing  alone  or  in  small  choirs.  Out¬ 
standing  leadership  is  recognized  and  due  credit  given. 
Competition  is  keen  and  stimulating  in  these  grades 
and  there  is  a  strong  desire  to  be  singled  out  when 
doing  especially  good  work.  Every  effort  is  made  to 
encourage  an  appreciation  of  music  through  story  tell¬ 
ing,  listening  to  phonograph  records,  or  to  original 
interpretation. 

In  the  Fifth  and  Sixth  Grades  new  rhythmic  fig¬ 
ures  were  presented  through  Compound  Time ;  music 
Moods  through  the  Major  and  the  Minor  keys;  and  the 
enriching  of  tonal  effects  through  part  singing.  The 
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adolescent  change  in  the  boys’  voice  which  begins  to 
show  at  this  time  and  on  through  the  next  two  grades 
is  a  new  problem.  Songs  in  four  parts  helped  to  take 
care  of  the  situation.  This  condition  in  the  upper 
groups  of  the  Myricks  School  was  and  is  a  difficulty. 
In  a  small  class  like  this,  one  may  find  one  bass,  one 
or  two  voices  in  process  of  change,  one  or  two  mono- 
tones,  a  few  sopranos  and  altos.  Such  a  group,  with 
individual  talent,  but  lacking  in  confidence  would  bene¬ 
fit  greatly  in  a  larger  school  where  there  would  be  en¬ 
thusiasm  and  the  stimulus  of  competition. 

The  Berkley-Myricks  graduation  exercises  last 
June  were  centered  around  Spring.  Decorations, 
aesthetic  drill,  poems  and  songs  all  presented  the 
theme.
